SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 12.—Senator 
James A. Reed, who addressed from 
12,000 to 15,000 Democrats here this 
afternoon, proclaimed a platform 
upor which they shoulc stand in the 
national election of 1928 and 
thundered his denunciation of Tea- 
pot Dome, the Pennsylvania and 
Tllinois Republican primaries, the 
Washington lobbies and the foreign 
debt settlements. 

After his speech, which was called 
by many one of the greatest in his 
career, Senator Reed was endorsed 
for Presicent by acclamation. 

The crow@’s reception of the ad- 
dress was in noteworthy. contrast to 
the conditions seven years ago when 
Senator -.eed’s utterances: against 
President Wilson had .caused the 
Democratic leaders in Missouri to 
repudiate him. In fact, at that time 
he was denied a place. as delegate to 
the Democr: tic National Convention 


Assails C:1 Reserve Deals. 


In the course of his address Sena- 
tor Reed said: —— 

“On March 4, 1921, Warren Lez 
Harding was inaugurated Presid: t 
of tk2 United States. On that day 
co-rupt and ‘ee. financial con- 
spiracies to* ents.and purposes 
took possessicn of the Government 
and have ever since exercised a dom- 
mant control. 

“That conspiracy placed Fall in 
charge of the Department of the In- 
terior. The President signed an il- 
legal order turning the oil lands over 
to the tender mercies of Albert B. 
Fall. He (Fall) accepted its bribes, 
d ‘its ..dding and corruptly trans- 
ferred to it the vast oil reserves of 
the- Republic. 

“The scaly hands of the conspira- 
tors reached into the Navy Depart- 
ment and corrupted or deceived cer- 
tain of its high officers. 

“The first act of Coolidge was to 
approve the policies of the Harding 
Administration.

crawled across the page of time. He 
consorted with criminals and took As 
his. bedfellow a grafter and bribe- 
taker, who afterwards -suicided: As 
Attorney General, Daugherty para- 
lyzed the Department of Justice so 
that its arm was not stretched forth 
to apprehend FaJl and his fellow 
conspirators.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. — Efforts 
to get delegates to the Republican 
National Convention who - will sup- 
port Senator George W.. Norris of 
Nebraska as a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination are to be 
undertaken in seventeen States, ac- 
cording to the plan tentatively de- 
cided upon by some of the‘ group of 
insurgents or, as they prefer to be 
termed, progressive Western Sena- 
tors, which is holding frequent. ses- 
sions in Washington to outline a pro- 
gram of legislation for the coming 
session of Congress and agree upon 
whom to support in. the National 
Convention. 

All the agricultural States of the 
West are included in the’ delegate- 
getting plan. The. campaign will be 
extended to some industrial States, 
it was said today, and in this con- 


nection Massachusetts was men- 
tioned. The list of the States to be 


affected by the insurgent campaign 


was not disclosed. 

Senator Norris ‘has not been en- 
dorsed formally for the Presidential 
nomination, but, in their statement 
issued yesterday, those of the group 
now here announced that while no 
action will be taken on the ‘subject 
until: there is a larger ntimber of 
Western Republican Senators in 
Washington, ‘‘the feeling Of the 
members of the conference individu- 
ally is that they would be glad to 
support Senator Norris in any State 
in which he would consent to have 
his name used.”’ 


Group’s View on Norris. — 


Mr. Norris has assented to. this 
plan, but sticks to his original as- 
sertion that he has not the slightest 
chance of being the party’s Presiden- 
tial nominee. He said today that he 


would not make any campaign 
speeches or take any course what- 
ever to get delegates to the National 
Convention. He is indifferent to the 
whole proposal to bring him before 
the convention as an aspirant for the 
nomination, but is willing to let his 
friends work for what he conceives 
to be a futile effort in his behalf. 
Some of those participating in the 
insurgent conferences admit that 
Senator Norris has no chance, but 
they feel that through advancing him 
as a candidate in the convention the 
delegates they control will be able to 
act as a group of sufficient strength 
to compel the party leaders to make 
concessions to them in the platform, 
and may have some influence in nam- 
ing the ultimate Presidential nomi- 
nee. They hope to make the regular 
Republicans see that it is desirable 
to choose a candidate who will be 
satisfactory to the Western insur- 
gent group.

PARIS, Oct..12.— When Sheldon 
Whitehouse, the American :Chargé 
d@’Affaires, delivered the latest Amer- 
ican tariff note yesterday, he pre- 
sented orally to the Quai d’Orsay a 
communication of: a. most amiable 
nature from President Coolidge. The 
President expressed the sincerest 
hope for successful negotiations be- 
tween Paris and Washington and 
told of his intention to do his utmost 
to reach a satisfactory agreement. 

Not only the friendly declaration 
of President Coolidge but the new 
note itself appears to’ have.created 
an excellent impression. While there 
remain details of theesituation in re- 
spect of which the French do not 
find themselves in accord with the 
Americans, yet the general tone of 
Washington’s communication, and 
especially an offer to begin’ negotia- 
tions on the widest. basis, cause the 
French to believe. that. before lorg 
the conversations can be begun with 
a fair chance of settlement of the 
tariff dispute on the basis of mutuul 
coricessions. 


Gratified at Their Discovery. 


As the French understand the note, 
the Americans are willing to adopt 
their suggestion to investigaté the 
possibilities of revising American 
rates on certain French commodities 
under Article 315, and one finds in 
French governmental: circles some- 
thing of a feeling of pardonable 


pride in having discovered that now 
famous. section of the American 
tariff law. 

They apparently * great — 
in the chance of convincing 
American authorities that on those 
French products which are produced 
in the United States not at al] or 
only in small quantities, they can win 
out on arguments relating to. com- 
parative production costs. 

The French also express apprecia-- 
tion of American readiness to con- 
sider revision of the health and a r 
culture protection provisions of 
tariff law which interfere with their 
exports to America and say they are 
willing to adppt the American sug- 
gestion to examine. France's analo- 
gous restrictions. 

Naturally, the French are not will- 
ing at once to agree to give Amer- 
ican exporters minimum tariffs ‘pend- 
ing negotiations. There will be some 
opposition to this, but it would cer- 
tainly be unwise to make an adverse 
rediction prior to the Cabinet meet- 
ng on Friday which will consider 
this point. 

It was a happy thought of ‘the 
Washington, Administration to an-

Wants to See for Himself. : 

“I wished to see the physial’ 
of the transit layout, -to see the ac- 
tual thing itself and. not to try to 
visualize it from maps,” the Mayor 
said in explanation of the purpose 
of his trip... ‘‘I will continue my in- 
spection. It will take two or three 
days more.and on Friday I will go to 
the Bronx.”

At an average speed of 100 miles

But as he neared the coast he would 
be on the track of several large 
steamers, notably, the Leviathan, 
which left the ench coast.

Safety in High Altitude. 


This. condition probably persisted 
until the American Girl had flown 
200 miles further, when it would be 
sticking its nose into the first of the 
bad weather, the western fringe of 
a low pressure drea that has hung 
for hundreds of miles east of France 


and Ireland for weeks. — 


“T told Haldeman that at this point 
he must seek altitude and if he could 
not fly over it, he had best. move 
to the southward, keeping against 
his ceiling,’ said Dr. Kimball. “If 
he can fly at 10,000 feet or better 
he may get out of the storm area 
and into a west wind which must 
be blowing toward the centre of a 
very high barometer over England.’’ 

Here if the conditions Dr. Kimball 
predicted prevailed the yellow mono- 
plane, if it kept to its schedule of 
about one: hundred miles. an hour, 
lost the helping tail winds. With a 
falling barometer the winds increase 
in force, coming ‘down out of the 
north and sweeping the frail airship 
to the south. Darkness would add to 
the danger, and the weather condi- 
tions, as the little ship drove toward 
the centre of the storm area, would 
become worse. Over this, for 
safety’s sake, Haldeman should have 
climbed his plane to 10,000, possibly 
to 15,000 feet, where he might find 
westerly winds. 

The centre of the low pressure area 
is about four hundred miles across 
and on the easterly side. If every- 
thing went well, Haldeman started 
pushing against winds from the 
south, gradually veering into the 
southeast and blowing probably with 
gale force. Midnight New York time 
should find the fliers south of Va- 
lencia, Ireland, between two and 
three hundred miles due west of the 
most northerly tip of Brittany and 
between five and six hundred miles 

from Paris. 
~ - It is hardly likely that the plane 
will be sighted, Dr. Kimball thinks, 
until it is over French soil, so high 
will it be flying. 

“These winds as they near France 
will become lighter,’’ Dr. Kimball

NEWS ELATES PILOT’S WIFE. 


But Miss Elder’s Mother Is on the 
Verge of Collapse. 


Mrs. Virginia Haldeman, wife of 
the pilot of The American Girl, rose 
at 7 o’clock yesterday morning after 
a night of sound sleep. The first 


news that was brought to her in her 
room at the Waldorf was good.

Mrs. Haldeman added thet she had 
flown much with her husband.

It is 
stated here that mid-Atlantic condi- 
tions are believed not to have been 
so favorable and the absence of 
news is attributed to the probability 
that the fliers had to rise to a height 
of 10,000 or 15,000 feet to get above 
the winds and clouds, just as Com- 
mander Byrd and his companions 
did.

with any ships. 

It is not expected that at the rate 
the plane was fying when last 
sighted it will arrive here before 9 
or 10 o’clock this morning.

The weather elsewhere along the 
route of the plane was good and. the 
take-off was only postponed after a 
tense hour in the. late afternoon 
when everything was ready. 

Mrs. Grayson paced the floor of her 
room and paid frequent anxious vis- 
its to the room further down the hall 
of the little resort hotel where Mr. 
Goldsborough and Pilot Wilmer 
Stultz pored over weather maps and 
charts of the North Atlantic. 

At 6 o'clock the wind was whis- 
tling over the broad beach of Old 
Orchard and through the cracks of 
the little Summer hotel, which, de- 
spite the fact that there is no fur- 
nace and only one open fireplace in 
the main lobby, has been opened and 

laced at the service of the party. 

he wind then freshened into a gale, 
the first blast ripping in shreds the 
flag which mounts the flagstaff over 
the building. 

A thirty-mile wind blew all day at 
an angle across the beach, from 
which the plane will take off. Pilot 
Stultz was confident of his ability to 
take the air, however, without acci- 
dent. Mrs. Grayson and Mr. Golds- 
borough said that they shared his 
confidence, 

The plane was ready for the flight 
when it was postponed. The tanks 
carried the gallons of gasoline 
that will be necessary to take the 
plane to either Croydon or Valencia, 
Ireland, where it will be refueled for 
its flight to Copenhagen. The food 
had been ordered. 

Mechanics had worked on the ship 
until nearly dawn. The hull and 
wings of the ship had been cleansed 
of the oil and dirt which have accu- 
mulated on them from weeks of test 
flying. The interior has been pol- 
ished, and Mr. Goldsborough, who 
formerly was Vice President of the 
Pioneer Instrument Company, mak- 
ers of instruments used in this plane 
and on other transatlantic flights, 
has said that they have been checked 
and corrected until they are perfect.

Joseph Paterno and Anthony Paterno 
each gave $25,000, Michael Paterno 
gave $15,000, Dr. Charles V. Paterno 
gave books valued at $50,000, while 
Messrs. Gerbino, D’Angelo and Cic- 
carone have promised to provide $10,- 
000 for the maintenance of the build- 
ing during its first year and to raise 
an endowment fund of $100,000. 

Senator Marconi said that Casa 
Italiana was the “‘happy realization 
of a long cherished dream dear to 
the hearts of Italians and of a large 
number of Americans, who, like Dr.

“This new institute,’’ he said, ‘‘will 
certainly help to create fresh intel- 
lectual ties between the two nations, 
besides strengthening those which al- 
ready exist.”’

FOUR DEAD, 14 INJURED 
IN ARKANSAS TORNADO 


Property Damage in Village of 
Dell Is $100,000—Score of 
Buildings Are Laid Low. 





BLYTHEVILLE, Ark., Oct. 12 
(#).—Four persons are dead; fourteen 
injured and more than a score of 
business buildings and dwellings in 
tuins tonight as a result of a tornado 
which vented its fury last night in 
the village of Deli, southeast of 
Blytheville. Total property damage 
was estimated at $100,000. 

All of the dead and most of the 
injured were crushed under falling 
timbers of their homes. Several 
others were hurt on plantations be- 
tween this city and Dell. 

W. P. Winn, a Justice of the Peace 
at Dell; his wife and Austin Hardin 
and his sister-in-law, Mrs. J. A. 
Hardin, were killed. 

The injured included John Hardin, 
husband of the woman killed, and 
three other members of the Hardin 
family, and six members of the 
family of J. T. Green. 

The Hardin home, directly in the 
path of the storm, was demolished 
and the bodies of the two persons 
killed there were carried about 100 
yards from the wreckage of the 
house. 

Among the more substantial build- 
ings wrecked or badly damaged were 
the plant at Dell of the Phoenix cot- 
ton gin, the Dell schoolhouse and 
the Stevens gin near Dell. 


HEALTH FARM BURNS. 


The Institute Formerly Owned by 
Freddie Welsh Is Destroyed.

SUMMIT, N. J., Oct. 13.—The 
health institute at one time con- 
ducted by the late Freddie Welch, 
former lightweight boxing champion 
of the world, wes destroyed by fire 
early this morning. The place is 
located in the town of Chatham, just 
across the Summit line, and assist- 
ance was summoned from New Provi- 
dence and other towns. Lack of 
water pressure, however, hampered 
the efforts of the firemen, and in 
less an hour the building, containing 
thirty rooms, was burned to the 
ground. 

George Brown acquired the prop- 
erty about a year ago when he fore- 
closed on a —— e. He and an- 
other man escaped from the burning 
building. When Welch died a few 
weeks ago it came to light that he 
was in straightened circumstances 
and his health farm, at which many 
famous boxers had trained, had 
passed into the hands of another.

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ARMY DEDICATES 
NEW FLYING CENTRE 


Secretary Davis Praises Our 
Air Progress at Wright Field 
Exercises. 


MANY NOTABLES PRESENT 


Dolittle, Hutchinson, Moffatt and 
Others Provide Thrills for 
15,000 Spectators. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DAYTON, Ohio, Oct. 12.—Wright 


Field, the army’s new aviation cen- 
tre, was dedicated here today by 
Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War; 
F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, in charge o¢ aviation, 
and General Mason M. Patrick, chief 
of the Air Service. 

Secretary Davis declared that 
America suffered from an inferiority 
complex in the matter of aviation 
and he urged that the nation ‘‘take 
its rightful place as a world leader 
in this great science which means so 
mucn to the common weal as well as 
being a mighty weapon in the na- 
tional defense. The United States is 
not lagging behind other nations but 
should speed up.’’ 

Wright Field supplants the world- 
renowned McCook Field as the 
“heart of the United States Air Ser- 
vice,’? and when completed will rep- 
resent an investment of $10,000,000. 
{t comprises 5,000 acres of land 
presented to the Government by citi- 
zens of Dayton and accepted by 
President Coolidge. 

The dedicatory exercises today 
were attended by many of the com- 
manding officers in the Air Service, 
scientists, engineers and airplane 
builders from all parts of the coun- 
try. The chief address was made by 
Secretary Davis, who predicted that 
by the end of the five-year Army Air 
Corps program in 1932 ‘‘we will have 
an army air strength of 1,800 mili- 
tary planes able to perform the type 
of w~rk for which they are designed 
and handled by pilots of superior 
training; in short, our army air 
strength will be one in which we can 
have pride and confidence.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Davis said: - 

‘The men and women of Dayton, 
who by the presentation of this site 
made it possible for the Government 
to erect those spacious buildings, 
have made a gift to air progress in 
America that deserves and receives 
the heartfelt appreciation not alone 
of the Government and the army but 
of the entire nation. 

‘So far as aviation is concerned, 
we are today on historic ground. Not 
very far from here still stands the 
ramshackle structure whiech nearly a 
generation ago housed the first air- 
ship built by the Wright brothers, 
Wilbur and Orville.’’ 

Previous to the dedication army of- 
ficers, visitors and others inspected 
all of the buildings at the new field 
and following luncheons at the field 
the crowd was transported in special 
traction cars and by automobiles to 
the old Wilbur Wright Field for the 
aerial circus staged by Lieutenants 
James H. Doolittle, James T. Hutch- 
inson and R. C. Moffatt, all of whom 
provided heart-gripping thrills for the 
15,000 spectators who braved the 
rainstorm which lasted until 1 
o’clock. The John L. Mitchell 
Trophy Race, in which fifteen Cur- 
tiss pursuit ships and pilots from 
Selfridge Field participated, was the 
closing number on the program. It 
was a race ainst time for 127 
miles over a twelve-mile course. The 
race wes won by Lieutenant I. B. 
Woodring, who averaged 158 miles 
an hour.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
TO SEEK $10,000,000 





Dr. J. L. Magnes Says Officers of |; 


Institation on Mount Scopus 
Hope for Fand in 5 Years. 


At a dinner given him by Mr. and 
Mrs. Felix M. Warburg at the Hotel 
Biltmore last night Dr. Judah L. 
Magnes of Jerusalem, Chancellor of 
the new Hebrew University there, 


who has just returned from Palestine, 
told of the progress made in the past 
few years at the Jewish institution 
on historic Mount Scopus. He also 
told the 200 prominent Jews present 
that the officers of the university 
hoped to raise an endowment fund of 
at least $10,000,000 within five years 
so that a- fund of approximately 
$500,000 would be available annually 
to support the work and expansion 
of the university. 

Dr. Magnes said that $200,000 had 
been spent on improvement work 
and construction last year and the 
outlay for 1927 would reach $350,000. 
This, he said, is exclusive of drains 
made upon permanent funds to re- 
pair the chemistry and Jewish study 
buildings, which were badly damaged 
by the recent earthquake. 

In a ‘‘word tour’’ of the university 
Dr. Magnes described the various de- 
partments. Stressing the importance 
of the university to every Jew in the 
world, Dr. Magnes said: ‘‘Our He- 
brew University has been established 
at a momentuous period in the his- 
pg Aen the world and in the history 
of thought, and it seems certain that 
it will carry on into history a per- 

etuation of Jewish culture and 

nowledge which would be unobtain- 
able at any other institution.” 

Mr. Warburg, who is Chairman of 
the American University Committee 
which is in charge of raising funds 
in this country for the iversity, 
presided at the dinner.

Wife of Nanking: Minister Is| 


Kept Incommunicado 36 Hours 
Before Seeing Relatives. 


NO CHARGE AGAINST -HER: 


Military Police at Tientsin-Tell Her 
Mother They Have Asked Chang 
Tsung-chang to Free Her. 


TIENTSIN, Oct. 12 . ).—After 
Mme. C. C. Wu, wife of the Nanking 
Nationalist Foreign® Minister, “had 
been held incommunicado for more 
than thirty-six hours, the Northern 
Chinese authorities permitted her 
mother, Lady Hokai, and other 
female relatives to visit the prisoner 
this afternoon. ‘The relatives talked 
with her for more than an hour. 

The military police officers told 
Lady Hokai, who is a British subject, 
that they had wired the’ Shantung 
Governor, General Chang  Tsung- 
chang, urging that he give permis- 
sion to release the prisoner, against 
whom no charge could be brought. 

Mme. Wu is the mother of eight 
young children and hitherto has 
taken no part in politics. It is con- 
sidered improbable that she com- 
mitted. any political indiscretion dur- 
ing her visit here, which was for the 
purpose of seeing her mother and 
because of her health. She was ac- 
companied here by a 7-year-old son 
who witnessed her arrest. 


Mme. Wu did not attempt to con- 
ceal her visit in the North. She 
Stayed several days in Peking and 
for a longer period at a health re- 
sort near the capital. 


CHANG FORCES REPORT 
20,000 PRISONERS 


They Say Rout of Shansi Armies 
Goes On—Scores Are Hart in 
Foochow Street Battle. 





PEKING, Oct. 12 (#). — Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin’s Manchurians assert 
they are continuing to rout the 
Shansi provincial troops of Governor 
Yen Hsi-shan on the front south of 
Peking. The Shansi prisoners taken 
by the Manchurians already number 
20,000, it was stated today. 

Reports that Chang had recaptured 
Shanwa-fu and Kalgan, northwest of 
the capital, were in circulation, but 
lacked confirmation. 

A special message from Chang 
Hsueh-liang, son of Chang Tso-lin, 
dated Paoting-fu, assures the public 
that the reported victories of the 
Northern armies are no mere rumors 
but actual facts. 

As a result of the capture of Shih- 
chiachwang, ‘which-is an important 
junction of the Peking-Hankow and 
Chenting-fu-Taiyuan-fu Railways, by 
Marshal Chu Yu-pu, who owes alle- 
giance to Chang Tso-lin, the main 
Shansi army, operating south of Pao- 
ting-fu, has been cut off from rail- 
Way communication with its base. 
advices here state. 

It is now believed that this army 
will be forced to retreat westward to 
Shansi over the mountains by bad 
roads. Consequently, the Northern 
commanders expect that only a dis- 
organized remnant is likely to escape. 

ews that a herde of 15,000 Mongol 
cavalry had cofme close enough to 
Peking this week to help stave off 
the Shansi army’s advance sent 
shivers of apprehension through the 
capital. 

The Mongols, heirs of a might 
past, are wild nomads from the wind- 
swept wastes of the Gobi Desert and 
the Mongolian steppes. They are 
reputed to be the cruelest and most 
ferocious fighters in all of Asia. It 
would be at heavy cost if they en- 
tered the Civil War in earnest. 

The nomads were acting under the 
orders of the Governor of Heilun- 
kiang. Hope is expressed here that 
the vernor will be able to take his 
desert horsemen back into the vast- 
ness of Eastern Mongolia and not 
let. them continue southward. 


TOKIO, Oct. 12 (#).—Reports of the 
results of the fighting in China to- 
day were generally conflicting, but 
the various advices concur in stating 
that the attacks of the Shansi forces 
driving on Peking have been re- 
pulsed. 


FOOCHOW, Oct. 12 ().—Scores of 
persons were injured in a street bat- 
tle today between parading students 
and soldiers of Tang Hsuching, the 
provincial military chieftain. The 
students.were demanding the imme- 
diate expulsion of Tang Hsuching, 
— ie the latter’s demand for a 
million Mexican dollars for leaving. 
He is accused of wholesale graft. _ 

The populace had paid a half mil- 
lion and refused to pay more. 

Nationalist troops from Nanking 
are en route here, seeking to oust 
Tang Hsuching’s forces. 





Pirates Steal $24,000 in Hongkong. 

HONGKONG, Oct. 12 ().—Pirates 
who infest the coastal waters of 
South China carried their operations 
into — eg J Harbor today. They 
boarded the steam launch Wofatsing 
alongside the sea wall and stole 
$24, in gold bars. 


BROKER INJURED BY AUTO. 


Sidel Tilghman Hit in Front of His 
Madison (N. J.) Home. 
Special to The New York Times. 
MADISON, N. J., Oct. 12.—Sidel 
Tilghman, 74 years old, a broker, 
whose office is at 61 Broadway, New 
York, was seriously injured by an 
automobile in front of his home at 
West Madison Avenue tonight. He 
was taken to the All Souls’ Hospital 
et Morristown, suffering from a 

fractured skull. 

Abe Meyers of Chester, N. J., the 
driver, was arrested on a charge of 
felonious assault. He said that Mr. 
Tilghman was standing near the 
curb as the automobile approached 
and that he suddenly —— over 
as though from a heart attack, his 
head striking a fender. of the car. 

Mr, Tilghman was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors of the 
New York Stock Exchange. He was 
admitted to the membership of the 
Exchange in 1870. In recent years, 
however, he had given up his mem- 
bership, but still retained an interest 
in the market and his office at 61 
broadway.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12 (®).—The 
complaint against George L. (Tex) 
Rickard, New York promoter, in con- 
nection with the transportation of 
the Tunney-Dempsey Chicago. fight 
films to California was dropped here 
today after a hearing. before’ United 
States Commissioner Francis Krull. 

New complaints “ were. drawn 
against William Cullen, San Fran- 
cisco theatre manager; John J. 
Moore, theatrical agent; H. W. 
Burke, former New York editor, and 
his brother, Harry Burke. Hearing 
of the cases was set for Oct, 21. 

Dropping of Rickard’s name merely 
meant that the Government would 
centre its action against the promoter 
in the East instead of attempting to 
bring him to California for prosecu- 
tion, Federal officials declared. 

Eugene Bennett, Acting United 
States Attorney, asserted that Rick- 
ard ‘‘is becoming more and more in- 
volved”® in the controversy over who 
was responsible for transporting the 
films to California in violation of 
the Interstate Commerce act. 

Bennett expressed it as his belief 
that Rickard owned the majority in- 
terest in the film, despite the lat- 
ter’s assertion that he had sold the 
film rights to an Eastern concern 
and by the terms of his contract 
with the motion picture people had 
tefused to have anything to do with 
distribution of the films. 

The new complaints did not name 
seven employes of Cullen’s Theatre,

URGES BUSINESS METHODS 


Capitalist Telis Men’s League He 
Has Thousands to Give if Money 
Goes to Real Object. 


Lack:of business administration in 
handling church matters, and a su- 
perfluity of ‘‘cooperating’’ and ‘‘co- 
laborating’’® organizations in church 
work, were charged yesterday by Hd- 
win Merton McBrier at the first an- 
nual meeting of the Men’s Church 
League. Mr.» McBrier said these 
were the reasons why he and many 
other wealthy: men were tired of giv- 
ing money to churches, and instead 
were making substantial. donations 
to ‘hospitals, orphan asylums - and 
other philanthropic organizations. 

Mr. McBrier, a retired capitalist of 
Montclair, N. J., Treasurer of the 


Peking University in China and the 
on of the Y. M. 
Cc. A. at Lake George, N. Y., was 
one of the few laymen attending the 
meeting, which was held in the Pres- 
byterian Building, 156 Fifth Avenue, 
which, as its principal accomplish- 
ment, adopted a pro calling for 
the enrolment of ‘1,000,000 witnesses 
for Christ.”’ 

The league is interdenominational 
and representatives of the Presby- 
terian, Lutheran, Methodist and 
other Protestant denominations were 
present at the meeting. 


Willing to Back League. 


Mr. McBrier said that he would be 
willing to stand back of the league 


with sufficient funds, but that he 
wanted antees. He pointed out 
that while the meeting was supposed 
to be a laymen’s meeting, there were 
only twelve laymen present at that 
minute, the others being secretaries 
of boards and ministers who are 
heads of other organizations. 

‘I have got thousands of dollars 
to give to the church,’? Mr. McBrier 
said, ‘‘but I don’t know how to give 
it, and I also have time to give to the 
church, but I don’t know how to 
function. 

“T have grave doubts when I write 
a check for $5,000 as to whether it 
is really going to do anything for 
God because of the machinery.’’ 

Mr. McBrier, who prior to his re- 
tirement from active business six 
years ago was connected with F. W. 
Woolworth & Co., said that when he 
retired he made up his mind that he 
would devote the rest of his life to 
working for God. 

“T have got time and thousands of 
dollars to give,’’ he said. “I want to 
see some of the church problems 
solved in the way we solved prob- 
lems in the Woolworth company. I 
will stand back of you with the 
money, but I want to see the busi- 
ness — — I am terribly in 
the dark. do not simply want to 
see a lot of ecclesiastical wheels go 
around for which I furnish e 
grease. ; 

“I wrote a letter to Dr. Cadman, 
President of the Federal Council of 
Churches, the other day, and told 
him that I was ging up alist of 
cooperating and colaborating or· 
ganizations. You have no idea how 
much money it costs to get the ‘co- 
operating.’

Discuss Layman’s Status. 
Considerable discussion arose re-

alayman.” The paragraph was later 
changed to read: - 

“Our Lord Jesus Christ never was 
ordained as a minister by any eccle- 
siastical authority.” 

A program called “‘An Evangelistic 
Method and for Churches 
and Christian Organizations’’ was 
adopted. It read in part: 

“Enroll as many persons as pos- 
sible as members of the ‘one million 
witnesses’ being sought. 

“Organize these enrolled ‘wit- 
nesses,’ together with all others who 
are willing to be active church work- 
ers, into groups of six to twelve each. 

“Have each group meet at least 
once each month for reports, confer- 
—— prayer and spiritual fellow- 
ship. 

“Get all the groups of a community 
together for conference and prayer 
two or three times a year. 

“Pray and promote prayer for that 
obedient faith that will claim bless- 
ing from God adequate to make the 
Church an efficient instrument in 
the divine plan for mankind.’’

Survey in Insurance Journal 
' Shows Slight Increase in 
23 Cities Last Year. 


RESEARCH CALLED FAILURE 


Expert Says Results Show the 
Inability. of Modern Efforts 
to Check the Disease. 


The death rate from cancer in 
twenty-three American- cities having 
an aggregate population of 34,004,600 
was 114.5 per 100,000 in 1926 as 
against a rate of 114 for 1925, accord- 
ing to a survey by Dr. Frederick L. 
Hoffman, consulting statistician for 
the Prudential Life Insurance Com- 
pany of America, published by The 
Spectator, insurance journal. 

*"The cancer record for 1926,’’ says 
Dr. Hoffman, ‘is a dismal indict- 
ment of the filure of modern efforts 
to check the ravages of this dread- 
ful affliction.’’ 

Dr. Hoffman’ then points to the 
statistics for different years and 
shows that the death rate has 
jum from 74.5 per 100,000.in 1906 
to 3 .3 in 1916 and to the still higher 
fi ares in 1926. 

ives a detailed record for 119 
— can cities for the two years, 
1925 and 1926, and the tabulation 
shows that the rate increased in six- 
ty-seven out of the 119 cities, or col- 
lectively, from a rate of 103.7 per 
100,000 in 1925 to 109.9 in 1926.

The exhibitors’ resolution on col- 
lective buying by chain theatres 
seeks to have each theatre in a dis- 
trict. recognized as-a unit in film 
renting, whether it belongs to a 
chain or not. This was taken by 
Sie: ed F. Hartman, counsel of the 
Universal Pictures Corporation, and 
other distributor representatives as 
denying to the operator of a chain of 
theatres the right. to buy films for 
exclusive exhibition in the theatres 
of his chain. It was contended that 
such collective buying was well es- 
tablished in law and could not le- 
gally be denied. O.. the other hand, 
Leo Brecher, Sidnev S. Cohen and 
other exhibitors contended that the- 
atrical chains affiliated with produc- 
ing and distributine companies were 
unfairly favored in the allocation of 
films, with the result that in some 
cases it amounted to “‘virtual confis- 
cation of the property’’ of the inde- 
pendents, who were unable to get 
pictures desired by their patrons. 
Commissioner Myers held that- the 
resolution was ‘‘too broad.’’ He said 
it was outside the power of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to prohibit 
collective buying, but that a resolu- 
tion ‘‘aimed at unfair advantages re- 
sulting from the fact of affiliation 
as distinguished from group buying 
power” might’ settle the problem. 
Accordingly, the exhibitors met last 
night to redraft their resolution and 
it will be resubmitted today.

— — e+++-Leslie Virden 
r If Alice be Miller’s comedy, 
“The Springboard,” played at the 
Mansfield last evening, is not a bril- 
liant and compact piece of work, it 
is at least far more delightful than 
the. performance allows it to seem. 
In this portrait of a spoiled man- 
ehild grown into maturity, pursued 
by innumerable silly women, pam- 
pered, selfish and insufferable, Mrs. 
Miller has written with a sly kind 
of wisdom and a pleasant sense. of 
humor. The lines do not crackle with 
wit; the piece does not burst. with 
creative violence. But the story. is 
urbane, tickling and wise. If Sidney 
Blackmer could play the central part 
buoyantly, with humor and a light- 
ness of touch, Mrs; Miller’s play 
would improve immeasurably. He 
does not; he plays self-consciously. 
At its premiére the comedy, seemed 
thin, and its assumption of charm 
Seemed gratuitous. 

“The Springboard’’ proves with dis- 
couraging fidelity to human life the 
futility of attempting ‘to escape a 
spoiled child. In the first act Victor 
Hazen, idol of women. everywhere, 
persuades Mary McVittey to aban- 
don her career in art to marry him. 
She surrenders before his malignant 
charm. After three years she finds 
the task of surrounding him with 
silky comfort rather trying on the 
nerves; and his proficiency in cheap 
amours finally disgusts her. She di- 
vorces him. He pursues her relent- 
lessly, wearing his heart on his 
sleeve and swearing that he can 
never live without her. Still she re- 
mains firm. Taking up art where 
she had left it, she becomes agree- 
ably successful and completely happy 
with single life. But Victor does not 
let up. In the last act he calmly 
walks into her studio in overshoes, 
ulster and pajamas, sobs that he is 
ill with typhoid, that only she can 
nurse him back to health, and re- 
fuses to let any one touch him except 
her. With trembling lips she sur- 
renders again. When the curtain 
falls you. know that she is in for 
the whole bitter affair again, and 
that she understands the situation 
perfectly. 

Although the story has. many 
serious implications, Mrs. Miller tells 
it in terms of gracious humor with 
a pleasant assembly of well-bred 
characters. George Bayard, the 
comically impeceable attorney and 
professional whiner; Rhoda Brice, 
\the understanding sister; Mrs. Flem- 
ing, the reckless rich widow are all 
characters easy to recognize and 
enjoy. There is a bright wisdom in 
their unassuming conversation. 

And Madge Kennedy acts Mary 
McVittey not. only with dainty 
beauty but with considerably more 
varied skill than she has ever re- 
vealed in the routine farces that 
have previously come her way. Miss 
Kennedy is too intelligent to be only 
a charming mistress of farce. Now 
in ‘‘The Springboard’ her admirers 
may see her expressing character in 
the round. Once or twice in the first 
act she makes her points with the fa- 
miliar mannerisms. Otherwise she 
expresses lucidly the tempest-in-a- 
teapot emotions of a spirited youn 
lady who will not be—but is—impose 
upon. 

Walter Connolly makes an amusing 
mutton-chop of the rather stupid at- 
torney. Miss Risdon does well in the 
“og of Mary’s sister. The others, 

neluding Mary Marble as the inevita- 
bie maid-of-all-work, are enjoyable. 
But, at least to this observer, Mr. 
Blackmer seems too assuming as the 
gifted man of fatal charm. This Vic- 
tor Hazen relishes his brilliance and 
beauty too much; his impish smile 
is too full of pity for the less ful- 
gurating mortals among whom he is 
compelled to wander. ith the cen- 
tral part, upon which everything de- 
pends, acted in this fashion, you are 
constantly certain that ‘‘The Spring- 
board’’ might be thoroughly delight- 
oe instead of only moderately amus-

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NATIONAL OR PAROCHIAL. 

The handful of Western Repub- 
lican Senators. who have been match- 
ing their many minds at Washington 
gravely announce a “ legislative pro- 
gram.” It is marked by delightful 
vagueness, ‘This is probably because 
they could not agree among them- 
selves, except on the one matter of 
making themselves disagreeable to 
the regular Republicans. They speak 
of the need of awaiting the arrival 
of other Senators from the West, of 
their way of thinking, before settling 
all the details of their plan of cam- 
paign in Congress. It is to be 
feared, however, that the addition of 
a few more dissidents would only 
heishten the dissension sure to re- 
sult whenever men who are purely 
local try to pose as national. 

No intention to found or join a 
third party is admitted by these un- 
easy and rebellious Senators. All 
that they aim at is to wrest control 
of the Republican Party from the 
hands in which it now lies, and to 
make that party, as the announce- 
ment says, truly “national.” They 
would apparently do this by inducing 
it to accept and include every paro- 
chial issue which~ anybody could 
think of. They speak of the unhappy 
diverggmce of ideas between the 
Eastern ‘and the Western wings of 
the Republican Party. But the only 
way in which they propose.to make 
them flap together is by giving 
every Westerner exactly what he 
wants. They do not get down to pre- 
cise specifications, but they seem to 
mean that if the Eastern manufac- 
turer gets a bonus from the Treas- 
ury, disguised in the form of tariff 
duties, the Western farmer ought to 





get his bonus direct, without any | « 


pretense that a tariff tax on im- 
ported wheat can any longer delude 
him. 

How to get a political party to 
concentrate upon measures which 
are. really of nation-wide concern, 
and to induce different regions or 
sections of the country to waive 
their particular interest for the good 
of the whole, is a difficulty as old as 
representative government. What 
we ordinarily see is pulling and haul- 
ing by the representatives of local 
demands, and then either a tempo- 
rary compromise, or a too ambitious 
attempt ‘to embrace every alleged 
need in the party program, and so to 
endeavor to keep or win every vote. 
Afterward it is found out that 
pledges in party platforms are too 
numerous and too profuse ever to’ be 
carried out. They would require the 
time and work of ten Congresses, 
instead of the one we have. When 
this fact is made evident, there has 
to bea hurried throwing overboard 
of many parts of the cargo which 
the party ship has undertaken to 
transport. Otherwise it would never 
get into port with any freight at all. 
But from this process arise heart- 
burnings’ and complaints, with the 
charge which the Western Repub- 
lican Senators are now making that 
the party has ceased to be actually 
national and has delivered itself over 
bound hand and ‘foot to special in- 
terests.

for the speed of Senator JAMES A. 
REED in Missouri yesterday. He 
clearly perceived the need of some- 
thing more than a conglomeration 
of back-yard issues. He called upon 
the Democratic Party to drop many 
things-in-order-to secure a few, -“ If 
“ everybody tries to have his own 
““ way in all things, nobody will have 
“his way in anything.”

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

Increases in teachers’ salaries, 


whatever changes are made in the 


schedules recommended by the 
Mayor’s committee, should: be in- 
cluded by the Board of Estimate in 
the budget.” The committee, which 
was appointed a year ago this very 
week, made its report seven months 
ago, after a disinterested investiga- 
tion. -It was aided in a thorough- 
going inquiry ‘by the. information 
and records upon which the prior 
recommendations of the Citizens’ 
Committee on Teachers’ Salaries 
were based. There has, therefore, 
been ample time for the considera- 
tion of the report of the Mayor’s 
committee, which was embodied in 
a@ pamphlet of only twenty pages, 
including a complete text of the 
proposed schedules. While it was 
stated that .the earnings of New 
York City public school teachers 
compare favorably with earnings in 
other occupations demanding com- 
parable preparation, and while there 
seemed generally to be no dearth 
of candidates, the increases were 
nevertheless recommended “ with 
the distinct idea” that these in- 
creased salaries will in themselves 
be a challenge to the teaching pro- 
fession to raise the qualifications 
and set a higher standard for teach- 
ing service. 

To this end there have been pro- 
posed additional increments, amply 
safeguarded, for those who meet 
higher technical requirements and 
show continuous improvement in 
service. While it is difficult to adjust 
the salaries for this purpose, the 
committee has reached its specific 
schedules under the direction of cer- 
tain guiding principles applied to 
each group. It must be gratifying 
to the committee to know, as has 
been reported, that the 95 per cent. 
of their schedules are to have the 
approval of the Board of Education. 
As these, in the main, are not widely 
divergent from the schedules pro- 
posed by the Citizens’ committee, 
it would appear that at least there 
is a practical unanimity not only 
that there should be increases but 
that they should be of these specific 
amounts. 

No slight disagregments should now 
stand in the way of favorable action 
by the Board of Estimate. The total 
amount required for the increase 
(about $14,000,000) is practically 
that of the additional quota provided 
by the State. Though it was not 
definitely designated for this pur- 
pose, it has been assumed that it 
would be so devoted. The Board of 
Estimate is under no mandatory 
legislation to determine just what 
the schedules should be, but it is 
under an obligation to heed the views 
of those representing the sentiment 
of this city respecting its schools. 
Through the Mayor it has sought 
the advice of this body of represen- 
tative citizens, and this should now 
be promptly accepted. 


THE ARMY’S SORE NEED. 


So intelligent and capable an 
officer as Major Gen. SUMMERALL 
should be listened to when he says 
that “the army is loyal and will 
“do its best, but until appropria- 
“tions are made for our adequate 
maintenance we can hope for 
“little.” To his‘attention had been 
brought the housing conditions at 
posts in Southern California. It 
was the old story told in every 
part of the country. True, here 
and there quarters have been made 
habitable and attractive, but they 
are the exception. Even here in 
the shadow of the skyscraper dis- 
trict soldiers have been living in 
great discomfort in buildings has- 
tily hammered together in the World 
War and fallen into dilapidation. 
Officers and their families at many 
posts in the South and West are no 
better off, and the enlisted men have 
been underfed on three “meals” a 
day at a cost of thirty-five cents for 
them all. Congress last Winter pro- 
vided five cents a day more. That 
was all that could be spared out of 
the appropriation for the army. 

In making his rounds as Chief of 
Staff, General SUMMERALL found 
that ‘the ‘condition of housing had 
not greatly improved, although in 
August of last-year Congress au- 
thorized -the application of money 
derived from the sale of War De- 
partment surplus property. to the 
building of new barracks and quar- 
ters and reconstruction of the old. 
It was estimated that $7,020,000 
would soon be available. In the 
following January a bill appropriat- 
ing outright $5,080,000 for the 
same purpose was passed. and 
signed by President CooLipcE. . About 
that time Major Gen. SNow, Chief 
of Field Artillery, declared that 
conditions at Camp Lewis, Fort Sill 
Fort Benning, Fort Bragg; Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison and Camp Travis 
were “a shame to the Government.” 
He added: ‘‘ Housing for soldiers 
touchés no purse-string.” General 
SNOW was quite right when he said 
that sums available and proposed 
were inadequate to put officers and 





men under the proper king of .shel- 





ter, That is still the case. Speak- 
ing of what he had seen in Southern 
California, - 
the’ San’ Diego eae: of. &om- 
merce: , F 
Men are living . in quarters at 
Camp Hearn. like workers in a log- 
ging camp, in tumblédown shacks 
on the scale of the immigrant 
class. If you want an army to 
carry on. with dignity and the. 
respect of the nation, it. is time 
that the people of America waked 
up and did something. It is up to 
them. — 
Aside from good quarters and suf- 
ficient nourishing food, the army 
needs many things even for the re- 
quirements of peace. The nucleus 
for expansion to war necessities, as 
provided for in the National Defense 
act, long ago was whittled down. 
General PERSHING pleaded ‘in ‘vain 
when Chief of Staff. Better equip- 
ment, replacements, minimum man- 
ning of the defenses at Panama, the 
Hawaiian -Islands and the Philip- 
pines, should be furnished, “but the 
army has had to get along as best 
it could without them. Officers and 


men should be decently housed, fed. 


and uniformed. Morale has sunk 
low because they are not. 

The country knows General SUM- 
MERALL and can trust him. It 
should see that Congress heeds his 
complaints, which are rising in bit- 
terness. When Congress meets a 


statement of what has actually been, 


done for the relief of the army, and 
what remains to be done, should be 
required of the War Department. 
Its hands are tied by piecemeal ap- 
propriations. The work of recon- 
struction is going on too slowly. A 
discontented army cannot be disci- 
plined by officers who know there 
are grievances and are themselves 
victims of neglect, The fundamental 
wants of the service should be 
Ribysyey tiie 








ONE CONVICTION FOR GOUGING. 


Middlemen in the theatre-ticket 
business will have to watch their step 
closely for at least a few days. They 
seem to have thought that the blaze 
of publicity, indignation and prose- 
cution which lasted for several weeks 
during the Summer was all over, for 
they, together with the strikingly 
quiescent theatre owners and man- 
agers, had permitted all plans for a 
reform of the ticket-selling business 
to fade gently away. The noble sen- 
timents published in open letters 
among the virtuous reformers will 
have to be hunted up again. Prom- 
ises to patrons and threats directed 
at each other will once more cause 
cynical smiles. 

District Attorney TUTTLE has made 
it plain that he meant what he said. 
Among the brokers caught in his 
first net was one who, like the oth- 
ers, was given a deferred sentence 
because of a promise not to repeat 
the violation. His present defense 
of the fresh one is that he misunder- 
stood the agreement he signed. The 
tickets he sold he had not obtained 
at the box office, but from another 
broker, who had charged him a con- 
siderable advance, according to his 
story: His high price, about three 
times the face value, he declared to 
be only 50 cents more than the price 
he paid, and he innocently believed 
that such an increase was permitted. 
Mr. TUTTLE is quite right in saying 
that such a stipulation inserted in 
the agreement would make it worth- 
less. 

It is a pity that the first fish 
caught is so small. The bigger ones 
may fancy themselves safe. But 
they, too, will be watched, and if the 
District Attorney finds them charg- 
ing more than 50 cents above the 
printed price, or using blurred 
stamps which conceal the truth, he 
promises them prosecution. It is 
unfortunate that one of the plans 
for a central agency was not com- 
pleted and put into operation before 
the beginning of the season. Prob- 
ably no scheme would entirely elimi- 
nate the fly-by-night speculators, 
but a consolidated office “would 
greatly improve the situation and 
would restore confidence in the 
character of the theatre managers. 
At present it is impossible to take. 
anything but a pessimistic view of 
their intentions toward their dear 
public. 


AN EXCURSION TO WASH- 


INGTON.

All over the 
country the Anti-Saloon League and 
the heroes and saints of the Ku Klux

BAD BALKAN HABITS. 


With greater promptness than 
usual the latest Balkan incident has 
been liquidated. The Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment declares itself ‘satisfied 
with the measures proposed by Bul- 
garia to suppress guerrilla raids 
across the frontier such as was 
attended last week by the murder 
of a high Serb military officer. Bul- 
garia’s willingness to see reason was 
no doubt stimulated by representa- 
tions from the British, French and 
Italian Ministers at Sofia. This is 
the second time within a year that 
London and Paris have intervened to 
calm the well-known Balkan temper. 
Post-war Europe has many points of 
irritation along its new frontiers; but 
whatever the future may hold else- 
where, the southeastern tip of the 
Continent has already shown what 
it can do in the way of setting a 
world on fire. Balkan is an adjec- 
tive of ill omen, and that is why 
not so many months ago Great 
Britain and France stepped forward 
energetically when successive up- 
flares between Yugoslavia on one side 
and Italy and Albania on the other 
showed that the old devils of strife 
have not been entirely exorcised 
from the peninsula. 

A quick settlement of the latest 
Balkan affair was rendered easier 
by the fact.that Belgrade wants no 
trouble with its neighbor to the east 
while it is watching events along 
the Adriatic. Actually Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria are engaged in nego- 
tiations looking toward a treaty of 
amity. For the former the problem 
of the moment is to ward off the en- 
circlement which she suspects. Italy 
of pursuing, the grounds for such 
apprehension not being so solid as 
they might be. Bulgaria, in turn, is 
far from prepared to invite trouble 
for the sake of her Macedonian 
guerrilla bands. Before the World 
War, and before the series of Balkan 
wars following upon the Turkish 
revolution of nearly twenty years 
ago, the comitadjis were employed 
as instruments of policy by Serbs, 
Greeks and Bulgarians. In antici- 
pation of the time when the Turk 
should be driven from the land, every 
Balkan nation set itself to stake out 
the largest possible claim in the heri- 
tage. Macedonia was turned into a 
shambles by guerrilla bands anxious 
to “ redeem” its unhappy people for 
the Serb, Bulgarian, Greek “ father- 
land.” Today the irregular bands in 
Bulgaria are regarded as a menace 
by the Government itself. 

Even before the World War it 
would have been within the formula 
of diplomatic procedure for the 
Powers to proffer their good offices 
to allay a crisis) But we have gone 
beyond that .point in etiquette. 
Europe now feels it has a right to 
say openly to the Balkan peoples 
that if they will not behave for their 
own sakes they cannot be allowed to 
play with the peace of the Continent.

We have been told in turn that the 
Nationalists, the Northerners, the 
“Christian General;” the “ Manchu- 
rian War Lord,” the estimable but 
ineffective Marshal Wu and the once 
triumphant CHIANG KAI-SHEK are 
each the only salvation of China. 
The truth is, of course, that enthusi- 
astic observers. have confused mo- 
mentary: successes of leaders with 
their hopes of the ultimate success 
of a movement. 

In no field of world events is 
prophecy more of a “gratuitous 
blunder ” than in China. Despite the 
increase in the use of modern 
weapons of war and the fact. that 
there has been more fighting and 
more suffering during the last year’s 
campaign than during the previous 
upheavals, Chinese warfare con- 
tinues to be something very dif- 
ferent from what we became accus- 
tomed to during the great World 
War. On the German front battles 
lasted for weeks and sometimes 
even -months, and advances were 
slow and at great cost. In China 
battles are often fought with purses, 
and complete and sudden reversals 
are the rule rather than the excep- 
tion. Each war lord is concerned 
in-lining his own coffers and keep- 
ing his’ men in food and money. 

In coming weeks we shall doubt- 
less hear more startling reports and 
see more violent shifts in the polit- 
ical alignment. Yet the cause of 
Chinese nationalism, as distinguished 
from the Nationalist Party, con- 
tinues slowly to gather strength. To 
what it will lead is by no means cer- 
tain. If Chinese history erepeats it- 
self, the turmoil will continue with 
numerous lulls for another genera- 
tion or two. Victories and reversals 
in the present civil war are but inci- 
dents in a large movement, the ulti- 
mate outcome of which will not be 
evident for years.. 








WHAT DID HE MEAN? 


Vermont and Kentucky were of 
different sympathies during the War 
Between the States, and are far 
apart geographically. But perhaps 
no other Commonwealth is taking so 
much interest as Vermont in the 
Kentucky election contest, partly be- 
cause both populations are horse 
breeders and partly because Deacon 
Peaceful Witherspoon of Cold Notch, 
Vt., once was faced with the very 
dilemma that now confronts Gover- 
nor FIELDS of Kentucky. The Gov- 
ernor recently refused to speak for 
the State ticket of his party, and 
announced that he would content 
himself with merely voting unless 
certain newspapers and party asso- 
ciates withdrew the implication that 
he and all others in favor of continu- 
ing legal race-track betting in Ken- 
tucky are “ immoral.” 

The Morgan breeders in Vermont 
were naturally concerned over the 
Kentucky squabble, but when betting 
on horses came into the situation 
they were fairly captured. For 
Deacon Witherspoon once barely 
escaped from his predicament over a 
horse, though this furnished all 
future Vermont politicians with a 
formula for getting out of trouble. 
It is: ‘‘Choose your words care- 
fully.” It seems that in the Deacon’s 
younger days he maintained a close 
friendship with Stump Ganney—so 
called because he had a peg-leg—and 
their common interest was horses. 
Stump induced the Deacon to pur- 
chase from him a certain nag to ride 
in the Gentleman’s Cup Race at the 
Cold Notch Fair, and, since the Dea- 
con wanted his purpose kept secret, 
Stump did the training and only 
handed the animal over to Deacon 
Witherspoon just before the race. 
The latter had wagered a handsome 
set of silver-mounted harness on the 
result. But when the barrier fell 
and the Deacon began to press his 
mount, he found that it responded to 
leg pressure only on one side, and 
the leg on that side must be made 
of wood. So Witherspoon not only 
lost the race but finished going 
backward, and thereupon swore en- 
mity to Stump Ganney. 

Some years later Stump, over the 
Deacon’s opposition—the only fight 
in the Republican Party he ever lost 
—was nominated for assessor. The 
Deacon was a regular, and, like Gov- 
ernor FIELDS of Kentucky, he had to 
continue to be one. So when the 
Campaign Committee of Cold Notch 
waited on him to ask what he 
intended to do, he was obliged to an- 
swer. His reply was: “I am always 
“for the Republican ticket, but un- 
“der the circumstances you cannot 
“expect me to take the Stump.”

The idea is that conductors are to 
be so good-natured and merry, with 
a “Good morning” for this one and 
a “Thank you” for the next, that 
people who had no notion of taking 
a trolley ride will flock to the cars. 
Booklets of instructions on how to 
attract trade have been issued to the 
men, who are to become very Boy 
Scouts of politeness. Baltimore is 
going to be made ‘‘trolley conscious.”

“low bridges,” the busmen do all 
that they can to help passengers and 
are no doubt an asset to their com- 
pany. The crowning courtesy of the 
bus lines to the public was to aban- 
don the efficient pay-as-you-enter 
innovation in favor of the old, com- 
fortable scheme of collections by the 
conductor. But perfect service for 
the insatiable passenger will be 
achieved only when he can persuade 
the obliging busman to turn off the 
avenue and drop him round the cor- 
ner at his own door.

Protection for. Pedestrians. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In my opinion, every driver of an automo- 
bile who kills or seriously injures a pedes- 
trian should be sent to prison, like any 
other criminal. Ninet out of twenty of 
these accidents are due to indifference and 
carelessness—the natural and inevitable con- 
sequences of almost complete immunity from 
punishment by the law. There is (prac- 
tically) no such thing as an “‘unavoidable” 
accident. 

I have had considerable experience of so- 
called ‘‘accidents,” for 1 was knocked down 
and injured three times by automobiles on 
the streets of Chicago in considerably less 
than a year, In the third of these accidents 
I was very nearly killed, I sustained upon 
that occasion five broken ribs and other in- 
juries, some of which will be permanent. It 
would be some. compensation. to me for my 
resultant lameness if other pedestrians could 
be given efficient protection by the law.

DISTURBANCE IN HOBOKEN

The 4s5th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Christopher 
Columbus was observed yesterday in 
many parts of the city.

The statue, which 
cost about- $25,000, raised by popular 
subscription chiefly among persons 
of Italian ‘virth or descent, was pre- 
sented to the city by the Giuseppe 
Verdi Society and was designed in 
Naples by Giuseppe Ciochetti. The 
unveiling was preceded by a parade 
of costumed marchers and floats de- 
picting episodes in Columbus’s life. 

A large wreath was placed at the 
lbase of the statue in Columbus Cir- 
cle here. Former Judge John J. 
Freschi was a chief speaker at the 
ceremony.

BROTHERS JAILED 
FOR REALTY FRAUD 


Slutzkins, Convicted in 1926, 
Sentenced for Failing to Make 
: Full Restitution. 


HOUSEWIVES WERE VICTIMS 


Pair Sold Lots in Swamps They 
Didn’t Own, Then Got Money 
Through Net of Schemes. 


The failure of Maxwell R. Slutzkin, 
41 years old, a disbarred lawyer, and 
his brother, Richard, 35 years old, to 
keep a promise that they would make 
full restitution to:men and women 
whom they had swindled out of more 
than. $150,000 in fake real estate 
transactions, sent the pair to Sing 
Sing yesterday. Maxwell must serve 
a term of from two to four years 
and Richard eighteen months to 
three years. 

They had be2n sentenced the day 
before by Judge: Donnellan in Gen- 
eral Sessions, after staying the action 
(3) 4 court’ for almost two years, 
through one promise after another. 
They were permitted to plead guilty 
o one grand larceny indictment 
in February, 1926, to cover six 
which had been returned against 
them in the previous July. 

They had returned only $64,006 
when Jud ct Donnellan lost a 
last Tuesday and turned a deaf ear 
to their pleas. 

‘The Court has no faith in further 
—* made by you,“ said Judge 

onnellan. ‘‘You have been very 
fortunate to be allowed to plead 
guilty to but one of the six indict- 
ments. If you were freed it would 
be an incentive to others to do the 
same as you have done.” 


Victims in Court Approve. 


“Their schemes were unspeakablé 
in their character,’’ Judge Donnellan 
declared. ‘‘Through them these de- 


fendants have reduced some people 
to starvation, robbing them of all 
their money by selling them property 
in swamp lands which they did not 
own. I think that this is the worst 
,case of its kind that has ever been 
in: this court, not because of the in- 
dividual amount of money involved, 
but because of the class of people: 
upon whom these defendants preyed. 
A couple of dollars meant more to 
the men and women here,’’ con- 
cluded the Court, surveying: the doz- 
ens of victims who sat PeloreCobbet-am acl) bw 
heads in approval, “than two or 
three hundred~ thousand dollars 
— mean to others more fortu- 
nate.’’ 

Assistant District Attorney Owen 
W. Bohan, who laid the trap that 
resulted in the indictment. said that 
Maxwell, who lived at 1,689 Selwyn 
Avenue, the Bronx, was the leader 
in the fraud conspiracy, and that 
Richard, who also went under the 
name of Sloan and lived at 1,438 
Clinton Avenue, the Bronx, was in 
charge of the ‘‘high pressure’’ work.

DUVALL SENTENCED, 
REFUSES 101 RESIGN 


Indianapolis ——— Appeals 
Against Thirty Days in Jail 
and $1,000 Fine. 


RELEASED IN $2,000 BOND 


Conviction Bars Him From Office, 
but Lawyers Differ as to 
Effect of Appeal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 12.— 
Under sentence of thirty days in the 
Marion County Jail, a fine of $1,000 
and ineligibility to hold public office 
for a period of four years from Nov. 
2, 1925, John L. Duvall, convicted 
Mayor of Indianapolis, tonight re- 
fused to resign his office. 

He was sentenced today following 
his conviction on a charge of viola- 
tion of the Corrupt Practices act by 
Speciai Judge Cassius C. Shirley after 
a motion for a new trial had been 
overruled. His attorneys filed notice 
of an appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Mayor Duvall remained at liberty, 
pending action of the Supreme Court, 
on a bond of $2,000, signed by Schuy- 
ler A. Haas, City Corporation Coun- 
sel and Seventh District Republican 
Chairman, and Frank Cones, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Works. 
Mr. Haas is on several of the Mayor’s 
bonds in Criminal Court on various 
charges, ranging from perjury to vio- 
lation of the Corrupt Practices act, 
and is also on the bonds of other city 
officials charged with various of- 
fenses as a result of the investigation 


into charges of official and political 
corruption. 

Sentencing of the Mayor was ex- 
pected to bring to a climax the de- 
mands made by various business 
and civic organizations that Duvall 
resign his office. Legal opinion — 
divided as to 
to the Supreme Court would sid 
in abeyance the judgment which 
renders the Mayor ineligible to hold 
public office or emplovment. 

The Marion County Grand: Jury 
was not in session this afternoon 
and no action by that body looking 
to removal of the Mayor could be 
taken. Members of the prosecutors’ 
staff, including Prosecutin At- 
torney William H. Remy, Emsley W. 
Johnson and John W. Holtzman, 
special assistant prosecutors,  in- 
dicated that they would take no 
action, at least’ for the. present, 
looking toward the removal of Du- 
vall from office.

ond-degree: murder ‘pleas, but . se- 
cutor uis Repetto ——— these 
stories were baseless. e said the 
State was perfectly satisfied with its 
case against the widow and’ Beach 
and that he would ‘press: for Srat-de- 
gree verdicts. 


Hinkle Makes Statement. 

S. Cameron Hinkle, Assistant Prose- 
cutor, who has been in-charge of 
the investigation and who will try 
the case, made this statement to- 
night on the reports: 

‘Neither the Prosecutor nor myself 


‘}ever made any statements to give 


rise to rumors-that we were barter- 
ing for confessions. It is* not for 
us to return. the verdict. We -will 
ask for first degree. murder*convic- 
tions. The: jury has ‘the power to 
render a second degree .verdict, but 
no one in session of all the facts 
could say’ that it'was not a premedi- 
tated affair. We will press for first 
degree convictions and there will'be 
no modifications.’’ 

Asked about a report that a spe- 
cial prosecutor would be chosen to 
try the case, as was done in the Hall- 
Mills tria], Mr. Hitikle said: 

“There is no truth in it. If I am 
alive on Nov. 28, Iwill try the case.’ 
The situation in the Hali-Mills case 
and this case are entirely different. 
There was some talk: of scandal in 
the other case, and in order not to 
prejudice public opinion the prosecu- 
tor asked that a special prosecutor 
be chosen.’’ 

Reporters “who interviewed’ Mrs. 
Lilliendahl in the county jail. before 
breakfast found. her cell.door open 
and learned that she was permitte 
the freedom of the second floor hor 
ridor. She appeared calm and: un- 
disturbed. When she was told that 
the State intended -to ask for. the 
death penalty for hersélf as well as 
for Beach, she merely smiled c- 
idly and said: ‘‘Well, that’s eir 
business.”’ _-- 


Avoids Talking About Murder. 


Replying to a question as to how 
she passed her time in jail she said: . 

“Time does not hang heavily on my 
hands. My cell door is never locked 
any more, I have, always enjoyed 
walking and Iam g to do lots of 
it now—up and down the corridor. I 
could remain: here’ contentedly if my 
lawyer. believed it best. The eriff, 
his wife.and I get along very weli.’”’ 

Mrs. Lilliendahl was’ voluble about 
many subjects, but avoided discus- 
sion of the murder — e. Efforts 
to pin her down to anything definite, 
about the case were unsuccessful. 
She was impatient of interruptions. . 

“T still have my, beloved Baltimore 
close to my heart,’’’she said. ‘‘I cam 
pever forget the dear old town.”

20,000 FAIL TO SEE HOMER 


Ruth’s Attempt to Atone for Dis- 
appointment by Appearing in 
Box Causes Stampede. 


Apparently Babe Ruth and his 
troupe of barnstormers are not going 
to be allowed to complete their ball 
games. For the second day in suc- 
cession a surging crowd swept over 
the diamond before the end of the 
game, engulfed the smiling Ruth and 
carried him to the clubhouse. Yes- 
terday at Dexter Park, in the ninth 
inning, a throng of more than 20,000, 
which spread beyond the stands so 
that thousands were standing within 
the enclosure, broke past-the handful 
of policemen who tried to halt them 
and the ball game ended with Ruth’s 
team, the Bustin’ Babes, victors over 
the Bushwicks, 3 to 1. 

On Tuesday the throng stopped 
Ruth’s barnstormers at Trenton after 
Babe had hit his third homer of the 
game. It was no homer which ex- 


cited the crowd to such a frenzy yes- 
terday. All Babe got was a single 
and a pair of doubles into the over- 
flow crowd in four times at bat. Nor} 
‘was it Gehrig that stirred up the mul-| 
titude, since Gehrig’s only contribu- 
tion in four trips to the plate was a 
double. 

Ruth’s ascension to the pitching 
mound in the eighth mang, after he 
had failed to hit a homer in his last 
time at bat caught the fancy of the 
crowd and the wild cheer that greefed 
his new réle carried a note of ap- 
proval. This was responsible for the 
ninth nning rush and the premature 
end of the game. 

Long before game time the army of 
spectators started crowding into the 
ball park and at the signal to —— 
there was only standing room left. 
This called for ground rules, and as 
the encounter progressed the crowd 

adually encroached upon the play- 
ng area. 


Crowd Seizes All Stray Balls. 

It became so bad that unless an 
outfielder fielded a ball cleanly the 
crowd gobbled up the ball. Every 
time a fly or grounder went past the 
infield there was a race between the 


outfielder and the spectators on the 
fringe of the crowd. Once Dean, the 
Bushwicks’ right fielder, fumbled 
and the ball was plucked from un- 
der his feet by one of the spectators 
before he could reach for it. 

In the seventh inning the front line 
was even with the outfielders. When 
Ruth pitched in the eighth inning 
they came a bit closer to the dia- 
mond and after half of the ninth in- 
ning was over there was a frantic 
rush for Ruth, who was standing by 
the dugout watching his team-mates 
bat, and the game was called. 

Ruth’s team came on the field in 
picturesque uniforms—black suits, 
white caps and stockings, with “Bus- 
tin’ Babes’’ emblazoned across the 
shirt-fronts. The only exception was 
Lou Gehrig, clad in white, with the 
name of his own team, —— 
Lous,“ flashing across his chest. 

It was the Ruth-Gehrig combina- 
tion that gave the barnstormers their 
flying start. Ruth’s__ shortstop, 
Benes, from Springfield, in the East- 
ern League, singled with one out. 
Ruth set the crowd cheering with a 
double which just missed clearing 
the right-field fence. Gehrig followed 
with another doubie to the same sec- 
tor and two runs pattered across. Al 
Moore, former Giant and recently 
with Jersey City, cracked one down 
the third-base line. Lai, the Bush- 
wick third-sacker, failed to field it 
cleanly and Lou scored. 

Ruth continued the fireworks in his 
next turn at bat. Benes again singled 
and Ruth drilled a sizzler through 
the infield for his second hit. Benes 
went to third. Stanley Baumgartner, 
former hurler for the Athletics, on 
the mound for the Bushwicks, struck 
out the next two men. 


Grody Excels on Mound. 


Irving singled in the third for the 
first Bushwick hit off Bob Grody, 
Jersey City pitcher, who pitched for 
the Bustin’ Babes. A hit by Weiss in 
the next inning made the second hit. 
Grody eased up in the latter innings 
and the Bushwicks managed to run 
their total of hits up to five. Two 
of these came in the sixth, when 
Barnes doubled against the fence top 
and Dean singled for the lone run. 

After Ruth had doubled in the fifth 
and grounded out in the seventh the 
crowd let out a disappointed roar at 
the Babe’s failure to hit a home run. 
But Ruth, master showman that he 
is, made up for this disappointment 
by going on the mound to pitch. 
Irving fanned, and then Babe re- 
tired the next two on easy infield 
grounders. His attempt to pitch in 
the ninth brought forth the rush of 
the esger crowd. 

Aside from Ruth’s hitting the best 
work was done by Benes, who ex- 
hibited some smart shortstopping, 
handling ten chances, most of them 
hard, without a slip. At first base 
Ruth made seventeen put-outs with 
no semblance of an error.

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—President Ban 
Johnson of the American League to- 
night entered the stretch run of his 
career as a baseball power after 
serving the league for twenty-seven 
years. 

The retiring President called a 
meeting of his Board of Directors for 
Chicago next Monday, when the af- 
fairs of the league will be presented 
to them preparatory to Johnson’s 
surrendering office on or before 
Nov. 1. All the records and finan- 
cial affairs have been checked and 
audited so as to present a complete 
record of transactions that have 


taken place since the one-time czar 
of organized baseball took up his 
duties in 1900. 


The directors are Frank J. Navin 
of the Detroit club, Clark Griffith 
of Washington, Phil Ball of St. Louis 
and Ben Shibe of Philadelphia. 


Barnard May Get Post. 


President Johnson gave no hint 
that he intended surrendering the 
affairs of the league before Nov. 1, 
the date his resignation becomes 
effective. Neither did he give any 
intimation who would succeed him, 
declaring he had no knowledge what- 
ever of the club owners’ intention. 


Rumblings within the circuit, how- 
ever, indicate that E. S. Barnard, 
President of the Cleveland club, is 


‘| the choice of the club owners and 


that his election will be announced 
when President Johnson’s term of 
office expires. The headquarters will 
be maintained in Chicago. 

“T am turning over the office in 
such shape that a child could read 
its history,’’ President Johnson said. 
‘““My successor, whoever he is, will 
have no trouble. 

“I hope my successor will be a 
strong man, for the good of the 
league. Without one the league can 
easily go on the rocks. Factions 
form in all groups and one man 
must dominate all factions and have 
real authority. A rubber-stamp pres- 
ident will be a mistake. He must 
rule with an iron hand without re- 
gard for friendships or factions.’’ 


Sees Interest Still Keen. 


President Johnson, peering into the 
baseball future, can sée no signs of 
waning interest, but he feels that 
the sources of baseball supply are 
drying up and that new schools for 
baseball development must spring up. 

“Year after year it becomes more 
difficult to maintain the Leg lig a 
standards of earlier years,’’ he said. 
“Colleges do not produce many base- 
ball players because there is only a 
lukewarm interest in the college 
game. The timber is scarce because 
there are fewer young players com- 
ing up and the veterans are drop- 
ping ont without proper replacement. 
You can see it all around. The old- 
timers are hanging on long past 
their time. 

“The season just finished has 

roved that the fans are just as 
Ceenty interested in professional 
baseball as ever. But the game must 
be free from taint, away from gam- 
bling and from syndicating.”

HARTZ BADLY HURT 





AS AUTO OVER OVERTURNS | 


Loses enti Traveling 126 
Miles an Hour—Blazing Car 
ignites Wooden Track, 


200-Mile Race Stopped, 
Being Winner—Also Takes 75-Mile 
Event at Salem, N. H. 


By The Associated Press. 

SALEM, N. H., Oct. 12.—A spec- 
tacular crash that set fire to the 
Rockingham Speedway and sent one 
of America’s leading automobile race 
drivers to a hospital seriously in- 
jured today forced a halt in the 
200-mile Columbus Day sweepstakes 
here and substitution of the incom- 
plete race and a 75-mile dash as 
means of determining prize winners 
and ehampionship point seorers. 

The accident occurred on the fifty- 
second lap of the scheduled 200-mile 
grind when Harry Hartz, attempt- 
ing to snatch the lead from youthful 
Frank Lockhart by a terrific dash 
directly in front of the grand stand, 
lost control of his car while traveling 
ata mile-an-hour clip. The ma- 
chine skidded down the boards to the 
dirt, overturning once and hurling 
Hartz thirty-five feet. 

— into fiames -the car 
bounced back onto the track and 
rolled over four more times, startin 
four fires along the infield rail, 
while the ambulance crew, pit me- 
chanics and the track fire apparatus 
started for the injured man and the 
fire. Chemicals on the. flames threw 
dense clouds of black smoke across 
the track, blinding the rest of the 
speeding field. Hass officials hastily 


agged the drivers off the boards to 
prevent another crash. 


Hartz Conscious at Hospital. 


Hartz was conscious when he 
reached the field hospital and latar 
was removed to the Lawrence Gen- 
eral Hospital, where it was said he 
had suffered a deep gash in his head 
and a broken leg. His condition, 
while said to be serious, was not 
regarded as critical. 

After a hasty conference with other 
officials, Referee A. T. Hart decided 
to call the race a contest, allowing 
the drivers to place in the order in 
which they were driving when the 
starter’s warning flag halted the race 
and to stage another race of seventy- 
five miles, splitting the total cash 
prizes of $25,000 and American Auto- 
mobile Association championship 
points among the place winners of 
the two races. 

The decision gave Lockhart first 

lace, Hartz second and Peter De 

aolo, present championship point 
leader, third. Babe Stapp was 
fourth and Cliff Woodbury fifth. 
Five of the fifteen starters had been 
forced off the track when the halt 
was called, four because of engine 
trouble and Dave Burns because of 
something in his eye, which sent him 
to the pits twice before the eye 
became too badly inflamed to per- 
mit him to continue. 


Lockhart Wins Special Race. 


The 75-mile race, started as soon as 
the track was cleared, proved a walk- 
away for Lockhart, who led all the 
way, finishing in 35 minutes 31.19 
seconds. The race adage that an acci- 
dent slows up the field failed to 
hinder Lockhart, who sent his ma- 
chine around at an average of from 
126 to 130 miles an hour. 

Babe Stapp, driving in the ruck 
until six laps from the finish, passed 
four cars in as many laps ‘to gain 
third place and then brushed past 
De Paolo to finish second, a quarter 
of a lap behind the leader. De Paolo 
was third, fifty yards behind, with 
his protégé, Tony Gulotta, just be- 
hind in fourth place. Other finishers 
were Frank Elliott, fifth; Cliff Wood- 
bury, sixth, and Earl Devore, sev- 
enth. There were ten starters. 

Examination of Hartz’s car showed 
that the accident could not have been 
caused by a bursting tire, as was 
first believed. The rubber was in- 
tact, and race officials explained that 
the racer ape, lost control of 
his machine in his attempt to swin 
to the top of the track at the star 
of his brush with Lockhart. 

Two ten-mile sprints which pre- 
ceded what was to have been the 
200-mile race were won by Hartz and 
Woodbury. Hartz finished in 5:12:45 
and Woodbury in 5:14. Peter Kreis 
was second and Frank Elliott third 
to Hartz, while Lockhart and De 
Paolo were runners-up to Woodbury. 
Immediately after the 75-mile race 
officials began the arduous task of 
figuring the division of cash prizes 
and championship points. 

Equal division of the purse was de- 
cided on for the incompleted and the 
seventy-five-mile — place in 
each race carne second 
$1,750, third $1, B fourth $875. 
The rest of the awards, in order, ran 
$625, $500, $475, $450, $420. 

Lockhart, as winner of both races, 
won $7,000. Stapp won $2,625, De 
Paolo $2,000 and Hartz $1,750. Lock- 
hart’s time for the sixty-five miles of 
the incompleted race was announced 
as 30 minutes 59.84 seconds, with 
Hartz a fraction of a second behind, 
when his car went out of control. 


Hartz’s First Accident. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 12 @). 
—The accident in which Harry Hartz, 
Los, Angeles automobile racing 
driver, was injured today as he was 
attempting to pass Frank Lockhart 
in the race at Salem, N. H., was 
Hartz’s first mishap in a 8 eedway 


event. He has been prominent in 
the sport since 1922.

WALKER CASE UP ALSO

Sammy Mandell, Rockford, Iil., 
who holds the world’s lightweight 
title, will find himself arbitrarily 
shorn of his title next week unless 
plans of the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation are unexpectedly changed.

Boxing Associa- 
tion plans to nominate Sid Terris, 
Louis (Kid) Kaplan, Phil McGraw 
and Billy Wallace as the outstanding 
contenders for the title and order 
eliminations to establish a recog- 
nized leader. 


Mandell Fails to Defend. 


Mandell won the title from Rocky 
Kansas on July 3, 1926, and has been 
practically idle since then in so far as 
championship bouts are concerned. 


He fought Phil McGraw in Detroit at 
the weight last July 16 and won a 
decision, but because of the leader’s 
inactivity the class has lost the ap- 
peal it held for the public in the days 
when Benny Leonard led the class 
with such boys as Johnny Dundee, 
Charlie White, Richie Mitchel, Lew 
Tendler, Rocky Kansas, Pal Moran, 
Willie Jackson and others snapping 
at his heels. 

Mandell’s case is not the only one 
scheduled for consideration. The N.

White, Treasurer of the United 
States, and A. J Melion, Secretary 
of the Treasu and portrait of 
President Cleveland. The warning 


“This is a dangerous counterfeit 
printed on two sheets of thin paper 
between.which silk threads have been 
distributed. The portrait, while well- 
executed, does not stand out in re- 
lief as in the genuine. The fine white 
lines in°the border are not clearly 
defined and the appearance of the 
face of the note generally is too 
dark. The face and back plates are 
nearly one-eighth of an inch longer 
than in the genuine. Under rough 
usage this counterfeit will split.

Winter Slackniess\in Building Will

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—A gen- 
eral increase of employment in the 
United States for the remainder of 
1927..was predicted today by the em- 
ployment service of the Department 
of Labor, the only important excep- 
tions to this finding being in a few 
Southern and Far Western States.

The following has been summarized by Dr. Lucas Caballero, Manager of the Agricultural Mortgage Bank, from his letter to us: 


GENERAL: The Agricultural Mortgage Bank (Banco Agricola Hipotecario) was established by law in 1925 to further the

Results of Removal of Pro- © 
ducers’ Restrictions. 


SALES EXCEED PRODUCTION 


Prices Rebound and Americans 
Increase Their Interest in 
Operations. 


An increase in the demand for 
Chilean nitrate since July 1, 1927, 
which has brought with it a jump in 
the price of about $7 a ton over the 
price prevailing a few months ago, 


the assertion made earlier in the 
year that Chilean nitrate would out- 
rank ‘the synthetic product if unre- 
stricted, as to production and gale, 
says S. R. Guggenheim ‘of Guggen- 
heim Brothers, who are heavily in- 
terested in the Chilean nitrate indus- 
try. 

The removal of certain restrictions 
which were placed on prices and 
sales of Chilean nitrate by the Asso- 
ciation of Nitrate Producers has al- 
most entirely altered the outlook for 
the Chilean industry, and Chile is 
now looking to the ‘‘beginning of a 
new era of prosperity’’ for its key 
industry. Continuing, Mr. Guggen- 
heim says: 

“Prices have advanced recently to 
the équivalent of $42.50 to $45 r 
ton, f. a. s. Chilean port, from a low 
of: about $38 per ton only a few 
months ago. This price has been the 
result of a demand which has in five 
and- one-half months contracted for 
a greater tonnage of nitrate to be 
delivered in the current nitrate year 
than was delivered in the entire pre- 
vious twelvemonth period. 


Chile Sees New Era. 


“The improvement is having far- 
reaching effects. 
rived over 40 per cent. of her nation- 
al revenue from the nitrate export 
tax, was seriously affected by the de- 
pression in recent years. The in- 
crease in exports and in employment 
has been hailed as the beginning of 
a new'era of prosperity for the ni- 
trate industry, even greater than that 
which —* the war. 

“TJntil April 14, 1927, an associa- 
tion of nitrate producers fixed prices 
and controlled all sales of the prod- 
uct. The high levels at which prices 
were fixed gave the manufacturers 


of synthetic nitrogen compounds, 


principally in Europe, a strategic ad- 
vantage which enabled them to in- 
crease their output and sales —— 
For most purposes, however, the nat- 
ural] nitrate is far superior. In April 
of this year the individual producers 
were freed to sell for their own ac- 
count for delivery in the new nitrate 
year commencing on July 1, 1927. 
The consequent reduction in price 
has since stimulated consumption to 
such an extent that prices have again 
risen to a point less than 10 per cent. 
below the level set last year by the 
associatior. 


Sales Exceed Production. 
“Statistics show that contracts at 


i | the present time are of such volume 


that the approximate 1,000,000 tons 
of nitrate in stock as of July 1, 1927, 
plus the entire production from that 
date to March 15, 1928, will practical- 
ly all have been shipped by the lat- 
ter date, thus leaving almost no ni- 
trate available for shipment except 
current production. 

A noticeable feature of the change 
in the nitrate industry is the in- 
creased participation of American 
interests. Two years ago only about 
$8 per cent. of the Chilean capacit 

was controlled by American capital. 
During this period, however, the 
Guggenheim interests have pougnt 
extensive nitrate lands and erected a 
large plant through the Anglo- 
Chilean Consolidated Nitrate Corpo- 
ration, for the extraction of nitrate 
by a new and more efficient process. 
The latter is counted upon to almost 
halve plant production costs and at 
the same time turn out nitrate of a 
purity and quality superior to the old 
processes.”’ :

Secretary D.. F. Davis Discusses 
Problem Before Civil Engi- 
neers at Columbus, Ohio. 


CITES MEANS OF SOLUTION 


They Are Levee Construction, 
Diversion, New Channels, Reser- 
voirs and Reforestation.

_ COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct: 12.—All 
phases of the flood problem in the 
Mississippi Valley were considered 
‘today at the Fall. meeting of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
‘concluding with a banquet at which 
Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War, 
‘was the chief speaker: Mr. Davis 
discussed the flood problem and pre- 
dicted a solution by the use of sev- 
‘eral methods—levee construction, di- 
‘versions, new channels,‘ reservoirs 
and reforestation. He paid tribute 
‘to the engineers seeking a solution 
and said the problem must be kept 
out of politics. 

“‘Congress,"’ said Secfetary Davis, 
‘thas wisely eliminated the ‘pork 
barrel’ in the improvement of rivers 
and harbors. This odoriferous pest 
must not be allowed to make a ‘come- 
‘back’ in other engineering matters, 
‘such as flood control. Our job is 
to keep the Mississippi River in its 
banks and out of politics. Logrolling 
and the pork barrei have no place 
in a great national problem involving 
human lives and vast property 
values. We are studying this prob- 
lem from a non-political, non-parti- 
san standpoint and solely from the 
point of view of the best interests of 
the whole country. I believe that is 
what the enginering .profession, the 
Congress and the people want.’’

TWO UNION CHIERS | 
ARRESTED IN STRIKE 


Window Cleaner Asserts That 
Officials Beat Him With 
Lead Pipes. 


DENIALS ISSUED .BY BOTH 


Employes’ Contention That 1,000 
Are Idle Is Disputed by the 
Employers’ Association. 


Two officials of the striking win- 
dow cleaners were arrested at the 


headquarters of the union yesterday. 


on charges of felonious assault. The 
complainant was Dominick Borg, 
who charged that the two, in com- 
pany with several others, had as- 
sauted him with lead’ pipes as he 
was walking home on East Seventy- 
sixth Street the night before. 

The arrested men, Nicholas Slo- 
bodianuk, registrar of cal 8, the 
striking union, and Peter Labowitz, 
@ member of the Executive Board, 
were taken to Police Headquarters 
and will be arraigned today. Their 
attorney, Jacques Buitenkant, con- 
tended that the men had not been 
outside the union strike headquar- 
ters for three days and could not 
have participated in the assault. 

According to Borg’s story, he was 
on his way home from work Tues- 
day night when he was set upon by 
half a dozen men. Borg is a mem- 
ber of the incorporated union, which 
is not on strike, and has a working 
agreement with the employers’ or- 
ganization. Because he feared an 
attack, two fellow-members of the 
jncorporated vosbloysMecKereleyeeherchebllempel bes!

While his companions ran for po- 
lice aid Borg said he was knocked 
to the ~avement and the men dashed 
off in an automobile parked near by. 
Borg and his companions recognized 
the two men who were later arrest- 
ed, it is said, and after he was 
treated by Dr. Samuel Hyman of 
498 Seventh Avenue Borg accompa- 
nied the detectives in search for 
them. 

At the employers’ association yes- 
terday it was said that about 400 
men affiliated with the incorporated 
union were at work, and, although 
some shops ;ere short-handed, work 
throughout the city was being han- 
died with reasonable promptness. 
They ridiculed the strikers’ claim 
that 1,000 men were on strike, point- 
ing out that only 700 men were em- 
ployed in the industry at the most, 
and more than half of this number 
was woorking regularly. 


HAGUE FAILS TO END 
JERSEY TAXI LOCKOUT 


Owners Refuse to Recede From 
Demand That Drivers Agree 
to Reduction in Pay. 





Taxi owners and a committee of. 
the 350 drivers in Hudson County, 
N. J., who were locked out following 
their refusal to accept a reduction in 
wages, were deadlocked after a three- 
hour conference at Mayor Hague’s 
office in Jersey City yesterday. 

The owners persisted in their dec- 
laration that the $4.14 daily wage 
which they had agreed to under a 
contract:in March, 1926, was ruining 
their business and threatening a 
number of firms with bankruptcy. 
The drivers’ committee challenged 
the truth of this claim by submitting 
figures of earnings by independent 
taxicab companies, some of which 
are paying the drivers higher than 
union wages. 

Mayor Hague indicated his partial- 
ity to the drivers when he said that 
$4.14 daily was little enough for a 
man and family to live on. The 
drivers were represented by Theodore 
Brandle, President of the Hudson 
County Building Trades Council and 
President of the Labor Bank of 
Jersey City. He declared that the 
owners were violating their contract 
which governs conditions of work 
until March, 1929. 

The owners, it was learned, have 
no intention of filling the vacancies 
occasioned by the lockout. The cabs, 
numbering about 160, have been left 
ber -4-bu-F-4-\- a Wele lb La forty taxies oper- 
ated by companies not in the owners’ 


Association are being run during the 
lockout. 


TO CONTROL RICKENBACKER 


J. S. Rasmussen, German Manufac- 
turer, Buys Interest in Detroit Co. 


‘Before sailing at 12 o’clock last 
night for Hamburg on the Deutsch- 
land of the Hamburg-American Line, 
J. S. Rasmussen, a German engineer 
and owner of the Zschopauer Motor 
Works in Zschopau, Germany, said 
he had purchased a controlling inter- 
est in the Rickenbacker Motor Com- 
pany of Detroit; which had been in 
a receivership. 

The engineer, who arrived in this 
country six weeks ago, said he 
planned to kontinue the operation of 
the company by making in his plant 
in Germany the same kind of motors 
used in the Rickenbacker car and 
shipping to the United States for 
assembly in the machines at the 
Detroit plant. 

Mr. Rasmussen added that he had 
studied automobile manufacture in 
the United States and was convinced 
that its product is far ahead of the 
automobiles made in Europe. Ger- 
many, he said, is making rapid 
strides toward recovery in the auto- 
mobile industry and may soon reach 
the place that it occupied before the 
World War. 








Seek Water Rate Cut in Rockaway. 

The Rockaway .-cach Board of 
Trade announced yesterday that it 
had begun a fight to obtain lower 
water rates for residents of the 
Rockaways, following the assertion 
by Andrew J. Kenny, the President, 
that water rates there were 50 per 
cent.. higher than in other parts of 
the city.

TAX RELIRF PLEA 


Elliman Tells Convention of 
State Boards City and State 
Must Economize. 


CUT IN LICENSE FEE URGED 


J. F. Engel Says Association Will 
Seek Reduction to About $5— 
1,000 Delegates Here. 


A plea for economy in the adminis- 
tration of the city and State govern- 
ments was voiced yesterday by Law- 
rence B. Elliman, retiring President 
of the New York State Association 
of Real Estate Boards, at a luncheon 
opening the four-day convention of 
the organization. at the Waldorf. 

The municipal budget, Mr. Elliman 
said, would exceed $500,000,000 this 
year, whereas only a few years ago 
it amounted to ,000,000, a sum 
which at that timé was regarded as 
large. 

‘Assessments are going up on 
every side,’’ he said. ‘‘We real és- 
tate men have somehow got to pre- 
vent — — expenses from in- 
creasing more in city and State. The 
limit of taxation that real estate can 
stand has been reached.’’ 

Mr. Elliman spoke of the tremen- 
dous changes in New York City real 
estate conditions and 
when he first entered the business 
in 1897 it had been ‘‘almost im 
sible t6 rent private homes no of 
Forty-second Street.”” At that time, | 
he said, the Murray Hill, lower Fifth 
Avenue and Washington uare 
neighborhoods were consider the 
most desifable.

Mr. Engel said he would recom- 
mend a readjustment of the financial 
structure of the association and that 
he would name a special committee 
to investigate the matter. The pres- 
ent headquarters staff was too lim- 
ited, he said. Announcement was 
made that the application of the 
Bronx Real Estate Board for mem- 
bership had been accepted. 

About 1,000 delegates have regis- 
tered, 600 being from out of town.
